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PREFACE TO THE FIRST EDITION. 



THIS, the Bajputana Volume of the Lists of British Enactments in force in 
Native States in India,^ contains all the information I have been able to 
collect concerning the British Enactments in force in the Native States under 
the political control of the Agent to the Governor General in Bajputana. 

2. The term " British Enactments," as used in this volume, includes— 

(I) the Enactments made by thp British Legislature in exercise of the 

general jurisdiction which it possesses over its subjects and servants in 
aU Native States, and 

(II) the Enactments made by or under the authority of the British Indian 
' Executive Government in exercise of the special jurisdiction which 

it has acquired, usually over all persons, in certain Native States or 
places therein. 

3. * The distinction between these two classes of Enactments has been 
observed in classifying the British Enactments in force in the Native States 
dealt with in this volume, the Enactments in force in each local area having 
been placed under separate heads according as they belong to one or other 
of these classes. Enactments which purport to be solely made under the 
authority of the Legislature, or which appear to be limited to the classes of 
persons with which the Legislature can deal, have been arranged under one 
head and siyled *' British- Indian Enactments"; whilst Enactments which pur- 
port to be made, in whole or in part, under the special authority of the Execu- 
tive Government above described, or which do not appear to be limited to the 
classes of persons with which the Legislature can deal, have been arranged 
under a different head, having as its title the name of the particular place 
for which the Enactments have been made with the word ** British " pre- 
fixed.* Broadly speaking, the '^British- Indian Enactments " are personal laws 
applicable only to British subjects or servants, whilst the other Enactments are 
territorial laws applicable to all persons in the particular places to which they 
respectively refer.

4. The iniilor classification under each of these heads is identical, ihd 
Enactments being arranged^ as far as possible, in separate lists, as they are of 
the nature of — 

(1) Principal Enactments, that is, Enactments made under the immediate 

authority of the Legislature or the Executive Government, consist • 
ing of — 

-A.-^Snaaimienia of the Legislature — 

(a) Statutes, 

\b) Acts of the Governpr-General in Council ; 

B. — Enactments of the Executive Oovemment — 

(a) Enactments of the British-Indian Legislatures appUed, 

(6) Special Laws ror • 

(2) Subordinate Enactments, that is, Enactments (Rules and Orders) ^ 

made under authority conferred in this behalf by Principal Enact* 
ments. 

5. " Special Laws *' are new laws made by the Executive Government for 
places in which it has acquired special jurisdiction, while •' Enactments of the 
British-Indian L^islatures applied " are, as their title indicates, existing 
British-Indian Enactments which have, by order of the Executive Government, 
been adopted, usually with certain modifications, as laws in such places. 
Though there is no material distinction between these two kinds of Enactments, 
it has been found convenient to arrange them in separate groups in this 
volume. 

6. A general classification of the British Enactments which may be . made 
for the Native States in India, and a detailed classification of the various British 
Enactments actually in force in the Native States dealt' with in this volume, 
which have been prepared in accordance with the above remarks, will be found 
in Statements Nos. I and II, prefixed to this volume (pages xi and xii). 

7. The Enactments which the various Native States may have made for 
their respective territories are beyond the scope of this work. 

8. For the convenience of local officers, this volume contains {see Part I) 
ihe British Enactments in force generally in all Native States in India, as well 
as the Enactments in force locally in the particular Native States with which it 
deals. 

9. Nionerous references to Aitchison's Treaties have been inserted, which 
will, it is hoped, add to the usefulness of these Lists. The revised edition of 
1876 is the one referred to. 

10. A short alphabetical index of names of places has been appended for 
convenience of reference. 

11. In compiling the volume — 

(a) itules and Orders of a temporary nature or conferring powers on 
persons by name have, as a rule, been omitted ; and

{b) Special Laws and Subordinate Enaotments. wliicli are not to be 
found in the Codes published by the Legislative Pepartment, have, 
as a rule, been set out in extenao. 

12. Mr. G. B. Eidge of the Legislative Department Office has assisted me 
in the preparation of these Lists, and Mr. F. G. Wigley, the Officiating Under 
Secretary, has kindly undertaken to supervise the passing of the final proof 
through the Press and the insertion of such Enactments as may be issued after 
this date. 

18. Lastly, it must be stated that this volume is not authoritative, and that 
the Government of India is in no way responsible for its contents. It has 
been compiled by me from the Official Gazettes, supplemented by local inform- 
ation obtained through the Foreign Department. Though I have made it 
as complete and accurate as was possible, having regard, to the materials at my 
disposal and the limited time which I have been at liberty to devote to the 
work, I am fully conscious of its many defects. At the same time I hope that 
notwithstanding its imperfections, the volume will be found to be of some 
practical value to Political Officers and others desirous of obtaining information 
concerning the British Enactments in force in the Native States of Kajputana.

In his recent valuable work, " The Protected Native States of India,** 
Mr. Lee-Warner states (see page 366), that if the reader " refers to the official 
Gazettes of the Indian Government he will find many scores of pages devoted 
annually to the judicial notifications published by the political offices of the 
Empire. The law relating to the Native States fills thousands of pages.'* The 
object of the work now being brought to completion has been to save the 
labour and trouble involved in referring to the official Gazettes for these Notifi- 
cations by supplying information in a classified form as to their contents. 
Though the work only professes to contain lists of the Notifications in question, 
it will be found on examination that, except in the case of the two first volumes, 
which do not^ as a rule, reproduce the subordinate Enactments, the whole of 
each Notification referred to in these volumes is set out in externa either in the 
last column of the Lists or in the appendices, so that a reference to the Gazettes, 
even for the purpose of ascertaining the exact words of a Notification, has been 
rendered unnecessary. Indeed, if used in conjunction with the ** Codes " 
published by the Legislative Department, which contain the Statutes, Acts, 
and Regulations mentioned in the Lists, these volumes ought to form a fairly 
complete handbook to the British Extfictments now in force in the Native Stat^ 
of India. 

The subject of the relations between the British Government and the 
Native States of India has of late been brought before the public not only in 
Mr. Lee- Warner's work above mentioned, but also in Mr. Tupper's no less 
valuable work, "Our Indian Protectorate." In both these volumes these rela- 
tions have been treated of chiefly from a politico-historical point of view. In 
his earlier work, entitled " A Collection of Treaties, Engagements, and Sanads 
relating to India and neighbouring countries,*' of which a revised edition has 
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recently been published, Sir Charles Aitchison dealt very fully and comprehen- 
sively with the same subject, mainly from the standpoint of our contractual 
relations towards these States. In these and the previous volumes of this 
work an attempt has been made to approach this subject from what may 
be described as its legal or jurisdictional aspect, the object being to shotv 
the extent to which British-made law applies to these Native States, and, 
though these volumes are practically little more than compilations of informa- 
tion which is available to any one who chooses to study the Gazettes, they 
will perhaps help to throw light on what has hitherto been a somewhat confus- 
ing branch of the subject.

I n the first edition the Enactments were 
merely summarized and included in the lists, with the exception of certain 
special ones, which were reproduced in extenao in Appendices : in the present 
edition, however, all Enactments which have been issued by the Government of 
India have been reproduced in extenso, except in so far as they are to be found 
in the volumes of General Acts of the Governor-General in Council, or in one 
of the Provincial Codes. In such cases full references are given : and the 
chronological Usts which formed the basis of the first edition are only retained 
in a simplified form to serve the purposes of a table or index. In its present 
form it is hoped that the work may be regarded as a not inadequate supplement 
to the General Acts of the Governor General in Council and the Provincial 
Codes. 

2. A general n(>minal index has been added at the end of the sixth Volume 
(the Western India Volume) for facility of reference. 

3. Mr. MaophersoD, the Secretary to the Government of India in the Legis- 
lative Department, who compiled the fir^t edition, has kindly permitted me to 
consult him in matters regarding the general scheme of the work, and I have 
to express my obligations to him for his advice. I have also had the assistance 
of Mr. Bidge of the Legislative Department Office, who has been most useful 
in helping to prepare the volumes lor press.

Section 14 declares that the new Charter estab* 
lishing a Supreme Court of Judicature at 
Calcutta shall ezt-end to all British subjects 
who shall reside in the kingdoms or prov- 
inces of Bengal* Behar and Orissa, or any of 
them, under the protection of the East 
India Company ; and empowers the Court 
so established to hear and determine all com- 
plaints against any of His Majesty s sub- 
jects for any crimes, misdemeanours or 
oppressions committed- or to be committed 
and also to entertain, hear and determined 
any suits or actions whatsoever against any 
of His Majesty's subjects in Bengal, Behar

Section 67 declares all His Majesty's subjects 
as well servants of the said United Com- 
pany as others, to be amenable to aU Courts 
of Justice, both in India and Great Britain , 
of competent jurisdiction to try offences 
committed in India for all acts, injuries, 
wrongs, oppressions, trespasses, misdemean- 
ours, offences and crimes whatsoever by them 
or any of them done or to be done or com- 
mitted in any of the lands or territories of 
any Native Prince or State^ or against their 
persons or properties, or the persons or pro- 
perties of any of their subjects or people, 
in the same manner as if the same had been 
done or committed within the territories 
directly subject to and under the British 
Government in India.

In addition to these general powers the Governor Geneial in Council is invested with

8. 22), to make Articles of War for Her Majesty's Indian Anny wheresoever serv- 
ing; and 

{b) under the Statute 47 and 48 Vict., c. 38, to make laws for all persons employed or 
serving in or belonging to Her Majesty's Indian Marine Service whose vessels are 
within the limits of ^' Indian Waters,'' as defined in the Statute. 

(In addition to enaotments made under the above powers^ certain other Aots of the Oovemor General in 
Council which have special reference to Native States generally, but which do not contain proYisiors having 
aotual operation in such States^ have been included in the list annexed for facility of reference.

Jio. $hJ.t diUed lie tSti Marci, 187&^*--^In exercise of the powers oonferred on 
him by sections IS and 15 of Act XI of 1872,^ and of all other powers enabling 
him in this behalf/ the OoTemor GeueroJ In Council is pleased to maJce the fol- 
lowing rules : — 

1. The Political Agent shall not issu^ a warranty under section 11 of the Act, 
m any case which is provided for by Treaty, if the Native State expressly desire 
to abide by the procedure of the Treaty, nor in any case in which application for 
surrenerd is made under section 14 to the Goyemor General in Council or any Local 
.Grovemment. 

2. The Political Agent shall not issue a warrant under section 11, except on a 
request prefeorred to him m. writing by, or by the authority of, the person for the 
time being administeriug the executive Government of the Native State at 
which he is the British representative, and on the understanding that the provisions 
of Act XI of 1872 ^ and of these rules are to apply to the case.

4. The Political Agent shall in all cases, before issuing a warrant under section 
11, satisfy himself, by preliminary enquiry, that there is a primdfoeie case against 
the accused, and that the charge i$ not prompted by x>olitical motives. 

^ 5. If the person surrendered under the warrant of a Political Agent, issued 
nnder section 11, be not a British subject ; or, if such person being a British subject, 
the Courts of the State, either by custom or by the express recognition of the 
Oovemor General in Council, try Native British subjects surrendered to them by 
extradition, and the PoHtical Agent, after hearing the statement, if any, of the 
juscused and making such further enquiry as he may deem necessary, is still satisfied 
that there is a j9nsi^/ae»0 case against the accused, and that the charge is not 
prompted by poHtical motives, the Political Agent shall make over the accused to 
be tried by the ordinary Courts of the State in which the offence was conmiitted :

SUPPLEMENTARY NOTES. 



I. — Powers of Chiefs. — Of the t«7enty States in the Bajputana Agency, all the Chitfii, 
except those of Lawa and Shahpura, exercise full jurisdiction within the limits of their 
respective territories. 

The Chief of Lawa manages his own estate, which consists of one town only, in revenue 
matters. In civil matters be is empowered to decide petty oases, all others beings snbject to 
appeal to the Political Agent, Jaipur. Crimiual cases which oannot be settled by the Chief are 
decided by the Political Agent, Jaipur. {See Aitchison's Treaties, Vol. Ill, page 92.) 

The Chief of Shahpura is not subject to any British Court, but he is required by the 
terms of his Sanad to repoi't all heinous crimes involving the punishment of death or imprison* 
ment for life to the Political Agent, Haraoti^ and to adjudicate upon them with his advice 
aud coucurrenoe. {See ib., page 212). 

II. — ^Extradition Treaties— Have been entered into by the British Government witU 
all these Bajputaua States, except Lawa and Shahpura. {See ib,, passim,) 

III. — Minor Chiefs of Jaipur. — Subordinate to the Maharaja of Jaipur are the several 
petty Chiefs of Shaikhawati, one of whom, the Kaja of Ketri, holds the pargana of Kot Putli 
as a fief of the British Government. {See ib., page 89.) As to Kotris which are subject to 
the State of Kotah, see page 8 of '^ Chiefs and Leading Families of Bajputana/' 

IV. — Mallani. — This tract, which belongs to Jodhpiir, is under the superintendence of 
the Resident, Jodhpur. {See Aitchison's Treaties, Vol. III., page 180.) 

V.*^Nimrana. — ^The Chief of Nimrana is a feudatorj of Alwar. His relations with the 
Maharaja were settled by an agreement entered into in 1868, by article 9 of which the Chief 
is empowered to exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction within his estate, subject only to such 
conditions as the British Government is pleased to lay down from time to time for the guid- 
ance of Chiefs of a like position and status. {See ib,^ page 287.) 

VI. — International Courts of Vakils.— In addition to the British Courte referred to- 
in this Chapter, and the local Courts of the various Native States, special affo^f-intemational 
Courts have been established in Ba jputanai which have been described as follows t^-— 

" Courts of Vakils, with definite rules for their guidance, have been established at 
Mount Abu, Udaipur, Jaipur, Jodhpur, and Deoli, with the special object of securing justice 
to travellers and others who sufEer injury in territories beyond the jurisdiction of their own 
Chief, and to decide on all offences against person and property which cannot be dealt witb by 
any one State. 

'^ The Court of Vakils at Abu, composed of the Vakils attendant on the Agent to tbo 
Governor General, is an Appellate Court, superior to those at the several Agencies. The deci« 
•ion of the Agent to the Governor General on appeals is final. 

''The Courts of Vakils at Udaipur, Jaipur, Jodhpur, and Deoli are under the gnidaoca 
respectively of the Political Officers of Mey war, Jaipur, Marwar,^ and Haraoti. These Courts 
are composed of Vakils from the neighbouring States, and are subordinate to the Court

— Whereas, by Notifications 
No. 505-P., dated 18th March, 1870, and No. 209 UP., dated 30th November, 1870, 
and in accordance with Treaties made between the British Government and His 
Highness the Maharaja of Jaipur and His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur, res- 
pectively, a Court known as the Sambhar Lake Court was established, and the' local

I Bnles as to im^ents ibr supply of Salt from Sambhar, and Pachbhadra* 

The following rules have been prescribed for r^nlating the receipt of indents for 
the supply of Salt from Sambhar^ and Pachbhadra, namely : — 

No* 3888, dated the 26th Jnlpy 1889. — In exercise of the power conferred by 
section 2B of the Indian Salt Act (XII of 1882)^ and in supersession of the Notifi- 
cation in the Department of Revenue^ Agriculture and Commerce^ No. 257^ dated the 
6th October^ 1876, the Governor General in Council is pleased to make the following 
rules for regulating the receipt from the public and the acceptance by the Assistant 
Commissioners of Salt Revenue at Sambhar, Pachbhadra, and Khewra^ of indents for 
the supply of salt, and its transmission by rail to the station named by the 
applicant : — 

BULKS. 

I. — ^The salt will be issued as uniform in quality as possible^ but no selection 
will be allowed. 

II. — The applicant for salt shall either remit to the Assistant Commissioner in 
currency notes or by money order, or, if he prefers it, pay into any authorized 
Treasury or Sub-Treasury, the duty payable on the salt he requires, together with 
its price, the price including the cost of the salt and loading and all other charges. 
The duty and price shall be those payable at the rates respectively fixed and in force 
on the day when the remittance is received by the Assistant Commissioner, or 
payment is made at a Treasury or Sub-Treasury. 

III. — ^When payment is made into a Treasury or Sub-Treasury, the officer 
receiving the money will give the person tendering it a receipt, and will by the same 
day's post despatch the advice of the receipt to the Assistant Conmiissioner of Salt 
Revenue bv whom the salt is to be supplied. 

IV. — Persons indenting for salt must transmit the Treasury receipt or 
currency notes or money oider by post with the indent (forms of which are issued 
free of charge) in a registered cover to the Assistant Commissioner of Salt Revenue 
by whom the salt is to be supplied. Full particulars as to the destination of the salt 
and the person to whom it is to be consigned should be given, and the Assistant 
Commissioner, after comparing the Treasury receipt with the advice from the 
receiving officer, or, in the case of a remittance, credit-ing the sum remitted 
will as soon as possible cause the salt to be despatched, freight unpaid, to the 
consignee, sending him the railway receipt by post. 

y. — ^The salt indented for will be weighed, filled into bags, and loaded into 
the railway wagons without any further charges than those specified in Rule II. 

YI. — ^Persons indenting for salt must provide bags in sufficient number, 
and must see (1 ) that the bags are legibly and accurately marked and consigned 
to the Assistant Commissioner of Salt Revenue by whom the salt is to be 
supplied, to whom also the railway receipt for the bags should be posted ; (2) that 
ill charges are fully paid on the bags ; and (3) that they are sufficiently strong 
to hold the «dt during the joum^. When these conditions are not complied 
with, the Assistant Commissioner of Salt Revenue is empowered to refuse to fiU 
the salt into the bags sent.

And whereas the Rulers or Administrators of the other States mentioned in the 
second column of the schedule hereto annexed have ceded to the British Govemment 
full jurisdiction^ or all the jurisdiction they had, or the jurisdiction necessary for the 
administration of railways and of civil and criminal justice in connection therewith, 
within the lands which lie within their respective territories, or which lie within the 
parts of their req)ective territories mentioned or referred to in the third column of the 
said schedule, and are occupied, or may be hereafter occupied, by the Railways men- 
tioned opposite their names, respectively, in the first column of the said schedule 
(including the lands occupied by stations and out-buildings and for other purposes 
connected with the Railway) ; and whereas the Governor General in Council now has 
jurisdiction within those lands :—

Y. — ^The general rules for working railways under construction and not used 
for the public carriage of passengers^ animals or goods^ which were published under 
the Notification of the Oovemment of India in the Public Works Department^ No.

795, shall apply to such portions of the railways occupying any of the aforesaid lands 
as may for the time being be under construction or sanctioned for construction. 

YI. — Subject to the modification prescribed in the Circular of the Government

petent authorityj authorizing the export of such arms, ammunition^ or

in ^dilating the amount of such duty, fractions of quarter maunds shall be 
reckoned as quarter maunds. 

{2) When duty has become payable upon any salt under this notification and 
has not been paid, any ofiicer empowered in this behalf by the Commissioner of 
Inland Customs may declare such salt to be forfeited to Her Majesty : 

Provided that no such declaration shall be made in respect of any salt until 
the expiration of one fortnight after notice in writing of the intention to make such 
declaration has been served upon the owner or consignor of such salt, or, where 
such owner or consignor cannot be found, after such notice has been posted at the 
place where such salt is stored, and, if such salt was conveyed to such place as 
aforesaid by rail from another place within the aforesaid portions of land, also at 
the place from which such salt was despatched. 

(5) Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to impose any duty on salt 
covert by a pass stating that such salt is free salt furnished under treaty to 
some Native Prince or Chief.

1. No newspaper or other printed work, whether periodical or other, containing 
public news or comments upon public news, shall, without the written permission 
for the time being in force of the Political Agent, be edited, printed or published 
after the first day of August, 1891, in any local area administered by the Governor 
General in Council, but not forming part of British India. 

2. If after the day aforesaid any person shall, without such permission as 
aforesaid^ edit, print or publish any such newspaper or other work as aforesaid in 
any such local area as aforesaid, the Political Agent may, by order in writing, — 

(a) require him to leave such local area within seven days from the date of 
such order, and 

(J) prohibit him from re-entering such local area without the written per- 
mission of the Political Agent. 

S. If any such order as is mentioned in the last foregoing paragraph be 
disobeyed, the offender shall be liable to forcible expulsion from such local area in 
pursuance of an order to be made in writing by the Political Agent. 

4. Any written permission granted by a Political Agent for the editing, 
printing or publishing of any such newspaper or other work as aforesaid may at any 
time be withdrawn by the Political Agent or any of his successors in office.
